CONCERNING CHANGING THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS APPLICABLE TO CIVIL 
ACTIONS ALLEGING SEXUAL MISCONDUCT FOR WHICH THE STATUTE 
OF LIMITATIONS HAS NOT YET RUN AS OF JANUARY 1, 2022. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado: 

SECTION 1. In Colorado Revised Statutes, amend 13-80-103.7 as 
follows: 

13-80-103.7. General limitation of actions - sexual misconduct

SECTION 2. In Colorado Revised Statutes, 25-1-1202, repeal 
(1)(x) as follows:

(1) Statutory provisions 
concerning policies, procedures, and references to the release, sharing, and 
use of medical records and health information include the following:

SECTION 4. Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds, 
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determines, and declares that this act is necessary for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety.
